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SUPERINTENDENT'S   REPORT. 


To  the  School  Committee  and  Citizens  of  Atkinson : 

I  herewith  submit  my  second  annual  report  as  super- 
intendent of  schools,  the  fifteenth  in  the  series  of  super- 
intendent's reports. 

The  year  1917-18  was  one  calling  for  constant  change 
and  readaptation  of  the  schools  to  new  calls  of  duty  on 
the  part  of  both  teachers  and  pupils.  Every  few  days  the 
schools  were  called  upon  to  assume  some  new  duty,  to  put 
forth  fresh  effort  in  some  new  line  in  order  that  the  wnr 
program  might  be  carried  through.  The  manner  in  which 
all  rose  to  meet  these  calls  to  patriotic  activity  awakened 
first  surprise,  then  pride  in  tlie  minds  of  those  C(Jnnected 
with  the  schools. 

At  first  there  was  fear  lest  these  extra  activities 
might  tend  to  lower  quality  of  the  regular  school  work, 
but  as  time  went  on  it  became  evident  that  a  mental 
alertness  had  been  awakened,  and  that  all  school  work 
had  become  a  patriotic  duty,  and  vv^as  therefore  to  be 
taken  up  with  spirit.  ToAvard  the  end  of  the  year  it  be- 
came apparent  that  the  work  was  fully  up  to  standard. 

Teachers  and  pupils  labored  with  tireless  zeal  and 
took  up  every  new  labor  asked  of  them  by  committees  on 
Liberty  Loans,  by  Red  Cross  leaders,  by  committees  on 
War  Saving  Stamps,  by  the  committee  on  Food  Conser- 
vation find  especially  by  the  committee  on  Food  Produc- 
tion v/ithout  complaint,  but  with  energy  and  spirit. 

The  campaign  for  food  conservation  began  neces- 
sarly  almost  as  soon  as  the  United  States  entered  the 
\yar.  Much  of  the  campaign  literature  was  circulated 
through  the  schools  and  it  was  surprising  how  loyally  and 
intelligently  the  pupils  entered  into  the  spirit  of    food 
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saving — not  merely  bv  distributing  the  printed  mattar 
but  by  practicing  economy  and  food  saving  at  home. 
Much  work  was  done  through  the  summer  by  the  girls 
in  canning  and  preserving  fruits,  berries,  vegetables  and 
other  products  of  field  and  garden  for  winter  use.  For 
inspiration  and  method  in  this  work  much  credit  must  be 
given  to  the  leader  of  the  local  canning  club  and  to  Miss 
Sanborn,  county  leader  and  director  of  club  work. 

In  the  work  of  food  production  by  the  pupils  we 
should  feel  especial  pride.  Some  fifty  pupils  signified 
their  intention  of  having  gardens.  These  garden  plots 
ranged  in  size  from  5  feet  x  5  feet  for  first  grade  children 
to  50  feet  x  100  feet  for  pupils  of  the  eighth  grade.  Most 
of  these  children  planted  their  gardens  and  a  large  pro- 
portion of  them  carried  them  through  the  season.  Some 
who  were  hit  by  the  June  frost  became  discouraged  but 
most  replanted  and  worked  the  harder  to  secure  a  crop. 

The  total  value  of  the  products,  as  nearly  as  I  could 
estimate,  some  $250.  Many  children  failed  to  keep  a 
record  of  the  products  picked  for  the  home  table,  and  for 
this  reason  only  a  rough  estimate  could  be  made. 

The  educational  value  of  this  garden  and  canning  work 
is  much  greater  than  appears  on  surface.  The  tendency 
to  form  a  habit  of  carrying  a  project  through  to  the  end, 
planting,  weeding,  hoeing  again  and  again,  and  caring 
properly  for  the  products,  is  of  inestimable  value.  Habits 
of  industry,  persistency  and  of  dealing  with  things  as 
they  are,  and  of  making  effort  count  are  essential  to  suc- 
cess in  life,  and  no  Avork  that  a  child  can  take  up  has 
greater  power  in  establishing  these  habits  than  garden- 
ing. But  the  garden  must  be  his  own  and  he  should  ger 
the  money  value  of  the  products  whether  this  be  much  or 
little. 

I  am  especially  pleased  to  be  able  to  say  that  no 
changes  occurred  in  the  corps  of  teachers.  A  term  of 
service  of  sufficient  length  to  permit  the  growth  of  a 
sympathetic  interest  between  the  teacher  and  her  pupils 
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is  of  inestimable  value  to  the  district. 

We  are  emerging  from  the  war  with  new  and  higher 
ideas  and  ideals  of  patriotism  and  civic  duty.  We  have 
had  impressed  upon  our  minds  as  never  before  that  the 
fundamental  safeguards  of  civilization  are  education  to 
fit  for  citizenship  and  general  participation  in  the  respon- 
sibilities of  government.  Education  Avithout  personal  re- 
sponsibility produced  German  autocracy ;  participation 
without  education  is  giving  the  Avorld  Russian  Bolshe- 
vism. The  safety  of  representative  government  as  well  as 
civilization  lies  in  our  public  schools  whose  chief  aim 
must  be  preparation  for  citizenship. 

It  Avas  with  this  idea  uppermost  in  our  minds  that 
the  work  has  been  carried  on.  Our  teachers  have  labored 
with  zeal,  with  energy  and  with  patriotism  to  plant  and 
foster  right  principles  and  habits  of  thought,  and  to  es- 
tablish a  Avholesome  attitude  toward  life  and  a  good  mea- 
sure of  success  has  been  attained. 

To  these  teachers,  to  the  committee  and  to  the  citi- 
zens of  the  toAvn  I  desire  .to  express  my  appreciation  of 
the  support  and  co-operation  given  me.

The  text  books,  the  Gmn  &  Company's  educational 
series,  are  being  used  in  the  grades,  and  we  find  them  very 
satisfactory. 

Each  school  has  been  divided  into  two  classes  tor 
reading.  In  the  second,  third,  and  fourth  grades  nota- 
tion and  rhythm  have  been  introduced  and  are  being  suc- 
cessfullv  carried  on.  , 

In  the  grades  above  the  fourth,  good  work  is  bemg 
done  in  part  singing.  This  work  was  well  started  last 
year  in  the  Sawyer  and  Center  Schools,  but  is  a  new 
feature  at  the  Depot  School. 

At  the  academy  a  glee  club  for  the  girls  has  been 
formed,  and  the  work  is  progressing  rapidly.  The  girls 
are  doing  excellent  work  in  three-part  singing,  really  be- 
yond my  expectations  with  only  seven  in  the  class.  The 
usual  chorus  work  is  taken  up  and  we  are  trying  to  form 
an  independent  bass  section. 

In  every  school  room  the  pupils  are  doing  creditable 
work  and  I  am  glad  of  the  opportunity  to  thank  their 
teachers,  in  this  public  way,  for  their  co-operation. 

I  wish  also  to  thank  the  Superintendent  of  Schools 
and  the  School  Board  for  their  continued   interest    and 

support.
